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44. The isolated polypeptide of claim 42, wherein the isolated polypeptide 
comprises a heterologous amino acid sequence fused to the polypeptide sequence. 

45. A composition comprising the isolated polypeptide of claim 44 and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.

46. The isolated polypeptide of claim 42, wherein the isolated polypeptide 
consists of the polypeptide sequence. 

47. A composition comprising the isolated polypeptide of claim 46 and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.
